Addition to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital to Include Children's Dept. 


It is not easy to realize today 
that the years of childhood, in- 
cluding particularly the first year 
after birth, are the most danger- 
ous in one’s whole life. 

Two generations ago in the eight- 
een-eighties when the hospital that 
has become Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital was founded, there was 
grim evidence of the dangers of 
childhood. At that time one child 
out of every three died before its 
first birthday and many mor per- 
ished in the next few years of life. 

The latest statistics available 
for Massachusetts show that the 
rate of infant mortality has been 
cut to only about a tenth of that 
figure— or to speak precisely, of 
every 100 children born alive in 
the state, less than four die dur- 
ing the first year of life. 

This remarkable reduction in 
infant mortality, which doctors of 
an earlier generation would not 
have believed possible, has been 
due almost entirely to the devel- 
opment of pediatrics — the med- 
ical art and science of treating the 
diseases of children. 

Some of the most important ad- 
vances in pediatrics have been the 
development of formulas and diets 
for child feeding. By a properly- 
rounded diet, supplemented with 
needed vitamins, pediatricians 
have virtually abolished such 
scourges of childhood as rickets 
and infantile scurvy which used 
to take their toll of thousands of 
babies every year., hanks to the 
studies that have been made of 
child nutrition, the children of to- 
day are taller, heavier and strong-

1 2 cup corn syrup or sugar syrup; 1/4 cup orange juice; 1 
teaspoon grated orange rind; 2 cups mashed sweet potatoes; 
1 or 2 eggs, separated; 1/2 cup milk. To make: Add fat, salt, 
syrup, orange juice and grated rind to the hot mashed sweet 
potatoes. Add beaten egg yolks and milk. Beat well. Fold 
in stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour this mixture into a 10-inch 
baked pie shell and bake in a moderate oven 30 to 40 minutes.

Cabot. Mr. Week’s subject was 
"Trends Affecting Business ” "We 
have just finished a long and cruel 
war.” Mr. Weeks told the pudience, 
"and we are facing a post-war era 
that will try the souis of all men. 

The speaker pointed out that the 
government has accumulated a 
debt of 300 Billion Dollars and that 
we are faced with an era of manag- 
ed fiscal affairs. We have been en- 
gaged in deficit financing. If we 
continue deficit financing, nothing 
but trouble lie? ahead. "Too much 
management defeats the happiness 
of the people,” he asserted. Mr. 
Weeks stated that an important 
keynote of the economic arch is 
Production. "We haven't produced 
anything for four years except 
things to be destroyed,” he con- 
tinued, "we must put merchandise 
on shelves and in circulation.” 

Speaking of wages Mr. Weeks 
said that it is well' known that the 
dollar has been cheapened after 
I every conflict. The wage question 
is not always stressed from the 
right angle.

The Raymond Clappers travel- 
ed together, as thousands of GI’s 
and 'heir wives will travel to- 
gether after the war, when the 
husband will want his wife to 
see where he fought the battle for 
their freedom. "In 1937,” wrote 
Mrs. Clapper of their journey. 
"Ray took me on an extended trip 
of Eurripe. We wined and dined 
in gay, irresistible Paris; we ling- 
ered in Geneva watching the dy- 
ing League of Nations; we tramp- 
ed through Moscow’s rubble 
strewn streets sensing that Rus- 
sia was staggering into a mech- 
anical age amid bloody purges 
of her people. We felt, at home 
in London where the only woyrie? 
were Wally Simpson and the Span- 
ish civil war. In Germany we 
shuddered at the efficient iron 
thumb of the Gestapo and the fac- 
tory chimneys belching smoke day 
and, night to manufacture the in- 
struments of war. We idled in 
Austria where an aged flower girl 
grotesquely symbolized Vienna’s 
romantic past. I can never for- 
get the peasants of Poland dig 
ging barefoot in the potato fields 
nor the Hungarians forever drink- 
ing coffee on the open terraces, 
dreaming dreams of their wars, 
mouthing words about freedom but 
eyeing the Nazi with ill-concealed 
envy.” 

Raymond Clapper’s last trip was 
over a remote Pacific lagoon in 
a Navy plane. He had a book he 
wanted to write and a crusade to 
wage. After a working partner- 
ship of more than thirty years, 
Mrs. Raymond Clapper could 
“carry on." In her lectures, in 
her broadcasting and in her writ- 
ing. she is helping in the mighty 
effort to bring about the peace- 
ful world in our tomorrows that 
was her husband’s dream.

And in the first month after 
gasoline rationing was lifted, almost three times as many Amer- 
ican? were killed in traffic accidents as died in the bloody battle 
of Tarawa. 

Just a little extra care will offset the extra hazards of post- 
war traffic and other reconversion activities, according to the 
Massachusetts Safety Council. 


Where Are The Surpluses? 

What is happening to that hundred billion dollars’ worth of 
surplus property which the government must sell? 

The last report we saw showed that less than S200, 000.000 
worth of it had been sold — one-fifth of one per cent o^ the 
total which is supposed to be declared "surplus. Of course 
it may be that various government departments have not vet 
decided what is surplus and what isn't, but we think they ought 
to hurry up and make up their minds. 

. Right now, with the public and industry clamoring for 
good? and machines, is certainly the time to sell the surpluses. 
Later, when manufacturing begins to approach normal, the sale 
of surpluses would put the government into active competition 
with business. t . 

We realize that, the job of handling surplus materials is 
an enormous one. but we also realize that our economy will 
suffer unless that job is done in record time.

Boston Lawyer 
Returns Aid Given 
Him by Alma Mater 

— o — 

A gift of $25,000 made to Boston 
University by an alumnus, to es- 
tablish a scholarship fund which 
will aid deserving law students has 
been announced by President Dan- 
iel L. Marsh and Dean Elwood H. 
Hettrick of the school of law. The 
scholarship will be named after its 
donor, David Stoneman, 112 Mo- 
nodnock road, Newton, prominent 
Boston business and eorporntion 
lawyer, who made the gift in rec- 
ognition of benefits which he re- 
ceived from the financial aid given 
him while he attended the same 
school which holds a warm spot 
in his heart, the Boston University 
school ot’ law. 11 Ashburton place. 

| Believing that legal training 
! aids a young man in many fields, 

! the Boston lawyer, whose ownme- 
j teoric rise from poverty to promin- 
ence rivals a Horatio Alger story, 
is assured that law is an excellent 
profession today for one who has 
the adaptability. 

The gift, made by the well 
known lawyer in "partial reciproc- 
ity for the treatment which I re- 
ceived as a student at the Law 
School," will be received by the 
University in annual payments of 
$2,500 for the next ten yeais. 

Stoneman, highest ranking stud- 
ent among the 126 who were grad- 
uated from the University s law 
school in 1898, emigrated from 
Russia in 1891 at the age of 13, 
with his parents and seven broth- 
ers and sisters. Unable to speak 
English and with only the primary 
school education which he had re- 
ceived in Russia, he set out to 
master the language of his new 
country while helping to support 
his family. Since he could not at- 
tend school, he studied English i 
from 6 to 12 each evening with the 
aid of a Russian-English diction- 
ary and after memorizing suffi- 
cient words, he purchased an Eng- 
lish grammar. During the next 
few vears, he read many of the 
classics, re-read “Les Miserable*’ 
three times, and studied all the 
American poetry as-ailable. 

At 18, Stoneman, still helping to 
support his family, enrolled at the 
Boston University school of law. 
So poor that he found himself un- 
able to pay a third of the $125 tui- 
tion which was charged at that 
time, he applied to the college bur- 
sar and received a scholarship of 
$41.66, which enabled him to re- 
main at the school of law. The 
i following years he supported him- 
! self by better paying outside work 
making further loans unnecessary. 

Following graduation, the young 
lawyer discovered that he had won 
the $'175 prize offered to the stud- 
ent graduating at the top of his 
class and with that money which 
was the equivalent of three years’ 
tuition less the sum previously 
loaned him. he married the form- 
er Ann Fleicher, honeymooned, and 
hung out his shingle. 

Money began flowing in almost 
immediately to the former trial 
lawyer, for clients were plentiful 
and lawyers scarce. Success, how- 
ever, was due to hard work, 12 to 
15 hours a day, many months on 
end. 

The prominent lawyer was at 
one time a member of the Boston 
Park Commission and a member of 
the Massachusetts Constitutional 
Convention. Now connected with 
several motion picture and real 
estate enterprises,- Mr. Stoneman 
is president of The Bretton Woods 
Company, which two years ago ac- 
quired the Mount Washington Ho- 
tel at Bretton Woods. N. H. It 
was there that the world monetary 
conference was recently held. 
Founder of one of the largest 
country clubs in Greater Boston, 
the Pinebrook Country Club, Mr. 
Stoneman served as its president 
for 18 years until his retirement 
last year. Members, who number 
, approximately 400, then elected 
him president emeritus. The Bos- 
ton lawyer lives with his wife in 
Chestnut Hill. One of his sons. 
Cant. Sidney Stoneman, who has 
followed in his father’s footsteps 
; by entering the legal profession, is 
now serving in the U. S. Army. 
Another son. Harold Stoneman. a 
business man, resides in Chestnut 
Hill.

State Politici 

Watch for important develop- 
ments in state politics shortly aft- 
er the coming New Year. For 
many months now there have been 
heavy rumblings beneath the sur- 
face. It all started when one of 
Governor Tobin's leading opolo- 
gists, who does considerable writ- 
ing, complained that the G.O.P. and, 
more specifically, another writer 
of note, was busily engaged in tear- 
ing down Gov. Tobin and shrink;- 
ing him to such small stature that 
he could be knocked off by the 
next Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor, presumably our present Lt. 
Governor, Robert F. Bradford. 

The next development was an of- 
fensive move by the Democracy. 
The wise Democrats decided that 
the best defense was a strong of- 
fense. That is good football strat- 
egy, too. So, we suddenly began to 
hear rumors that Henry Cabot 
Lodge was seriously canvassing 
the state and sounding out senti 
ment. Tom White had preceded 
him and cleared a path. This path 
does NOT lead to the U, S. Sen- 
ate. where Lodge has some claim 
to be, but to the Governorship on 
Beacon Hill. Why? 

For the benefit of those who do 
not ordinarily follow political de- 
velopments very closely, snve at 
election times, let me point out 
i hut, our Senior Senator, David I. 
Walsh, who has served close to 
thirty years in his present posi- 
tion. comes up for re-election in 
the fall of 1946. If he decides to 
run again, the pols are unanimous 
that Lodge will NOT run against 
him. Why? Because there is ap- 
parently a real friendship between 
the two men, dating back to the 
days when the original Henry Cab- 
ot Lodge escorted Walsh down the 
Senate aisle and helped him to 
learn the ropes. When young 
Henry came to the Senate early in 
1937, the tables were turned and 
it was the veteran Walsh who 
taught young Henry the ropes. 
That would seem to have been the 
beginning of a beautiful friend- 
ship, which may well cause the loc- 
al G.O.P. some embarrassment in 
the coming months. 

Now, here is my guess as to 
what may happen. If Senator 
Walsh decides to retire at the close 
of 1946, he will withhold his de- 
cision until the last possible min- 
ute. in order that*Lodge may have 
a clear field for the G.O.P. nomina- 
tion ami also, in order that no oth- 
er Democrat may have sufficient 
time to build up enough to over- 
come Lodge. Smart politics? Yes. 

Suppose, now, that Walsh stays 
on in the Senate. Where does 
Lodge go? Can you imagine him 
sitting patiently on the sidelines, 
waiting until Senator Saltonstall’s 
term expires in 1948? Frankly, 
I cannot. Very well, what are the 
possibilities- There is the im- 
portant Governorship, which Bob 
Bradford’s friends felt he had in 
his pocket. But. has he? How 
about some of the disgruntled Re- 
publicans, who have been making 
faces at him behind his back? For 
the moment I will mention only 
three; Horace T. Cahill, Jarvis 
Hunt and Rudolph King. It is no 
secret that hundreds of Cahill’s 
friends are still sore over his sting- 
ing defeat last fall 1944). He had 
come all the way up on the old Re- 
publican escalator, only to stub 
his toe on the top step and fall 
down. Bradford came to Beason 
Hill without benefit of any escal- 
ator. Do you suppose that Cahill’s 
friends like that? 

How about Jarvis Hunt and 
Rudolph King? These gentlemen 
were Senate President and Speak- 
er of the House respectively. Un- 
der the unwritten G.O.P. law of 
politics, one of the two should have 
been elected Lt. Governor. Instead, 
Bradford beat them both by a sub- 
stantial margin. Hunt is now leg- 
al counsel for the Associated In- 
dustries and King is Register of 
Motor Vehicles. The pay is good 
in both instances but there is no 
political glory involved and no 
political future. In view of the 
dog-eat-dng spirit in the the pol- 
itical arena, can we expect these 
two men to help Bradford too 
much? A Lodge candidacy for 
Governor would give them precise- 
ly the argument which the original 
Bradford supporters had when 
they by-passed both Hunt and 
King and made the present Lt. 
Governor their fair-haired boy. 
In other words, they could claim 
that they were passing up Brad- 
ford for a really stronger man, 
Lodge. They might or they might 
j not be sincere in this stand. 

: Recently another bit of sand has 

I been thrown in the gear-box. 
! Somebody has started a rumor, 
j and that is all that it is) that 
Congressman Christian A. Herter 
MIGHT run for Governor. I would 
love to scotch that rumor all by 
myself. In other words, I have no 
I .authority to speak for the gentle- 
, man in question. However, I uo 
know this. Chris Ilerter made his 
decision to g" down to Washington 
at least four or live yeurs ugo. lie 
knew precisely what he was doing. 
He deliberately abandoned the field 
or state politics in favor of a 
Washington career. Why? My 
guess is that he will either stay in 
Congress quite a while or possibly 
fry to move up to the U. S. Senate. 
Him REAL interest, I am told, is 
in the diplomatic service. Hu nmy 
land in the State Depart ment some 
! day. In view of his extensive ex- 
j perience in international affairs at 
i the time of the first world war and 
i also under Herbert Hoover, many 
' of his admirers have been hoping 
that some day he would retire 
from competitive politics ami go 
buck to his first love. So. let’s 
forget about u potential lierter 
candidacy for Governor. 

Finally, lei, us consider the pos- 
sibilities if Lodge is stymied in his 
immediate Senate ambitions and 
decide'- to run for Governor against 
Bradford. It COULD, as the Dem- 


PTA Council Heais 
Chief Veduccio on 
Traffic Problems 

The testing program in rending 
as it is used in the Newton schools 
was explained by Mr. Charles O. 
Richter to the Newton Council of 
Parent-Teachers Associations at 
its meeting Monday evening, De- 
cember 10th in the Ne*ton High 
School. The question of local 
memberships in the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, 
and the problems of traffic super- 
vision at the elementary schools 
were also subjects of discussion 
at the meeting. 

Mr. William C. Greene, presi- 
dent of the Council, presented Mrs. 
Harry S. Wright, State president 
of the National Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers, to explain the 
functions and services of the Na- 
tional and State organizations. 
Mrs. Wright explained some phas- 
es of the work of the National 
Congress, describing its sponsor- 
ship of American Education Week, 
its nation-wide radio work, its 
work with Girl Scouts, its legis- 
lative activities, and its prepara- 
tion of many helpful pamphlets 
on P.T.A. organization and activ- 
ities, including a pamphlet now 
in preparation which will present 
in simplified form all the state 
laws on education. 

The problem of having sufficient 
traffic policemen to take cure of 
dangerous crossings near the ele- 
mentary schools has been under 
consideration by the Council. Re- 
sponding to a questionnaire sent 
out by the Council, several ele- 
mentary school principals request- 
ed additional traffic officers at 
their school crossings to provide 
adequate protection for small chil- 
dren. Chief Veduccio of the New- 
ton Police and Sergeant Dowling, 
officer in charge of traffic prob- 
lems, were present at the meet- 
ing, and Chief Veduccio was ask- 
ed to present the problems facing 
the police in trying to provide 
officers for the schools. Chief Ve- 
duccio stressed the shortage of 
police officers owing to the war 
emergency. He explained that 
even under normal conditions New- 
ton’s police ‘force is inadequate to 
cover all the crossings which the 
school principals consider danger- 
ous for small children going to 
and from school. With the return 
of officers now in service Chief 
Veduccio hopes to be able to as 
sign more men to crossings which, 
in the opinion of the Traffic Bu- 
reau, may require police protec- 
tion. In the meantime he asked 
schools to stress the teaching of 
safety to prevent accidents. 

The Council’s Committee on 
Curriculum Study, headed by Mrs. 
George Calvert, has been exam- 
ining the reading program in the 
Newton schools. Mrs. Calvert 
presented to the Council Mr. 
Charles O. Richter, whose office 
supervises the city-wide testing 
program in the schools. Mr. Rich- 
ter presented figures showing the 
results of tests in reading as well 
as in the other basic skills, showed 
what the figures revealed, and 
how the results of such tests were 
of assistance to teachers and prin- 
cipals. A discussion period "'fol- 
lowed and the questions of Coun- 
cil members were answered by Mr. 
Richter and Dr. Homer Anderson.

BuRinens School, speaking before 
the Newton Kiwanis Club at the 
Y.M.C.A., Wednesday, told of the 
endless lines of hapless, hungry 
people wandering aimlessly 
throughout Germnny since that 
nation’s fall, last summer. They 
fill the highways, these wretched 
people, he said, facing a bleak 
and meagre future with little 
hope. Entire families carrying 
all their possessions in a paper 
bag or two, wander from city to 
city in the vain hope of picking 
up the threads of an orderly ex- 
istence again, bewilderingly gaz- 
ing on the ruins left by the bombs. 

The countries formerly occupied 
by the Nazis offer little more, ac- 
cording to Mr. Glover, the na- 
tives traveling to and from the 
big cities in the hope they will 
better their lot somewhere along 
the line. England, while better 
off, is nevertheless suffering pri- 
vations, too, he continued, with 
clothes almost unobtainable and 
food, what there is of it, unpnl- 
Htable. 

In Germany, Mr. Glover added, 
seventy-five per cent of the popu- 
lation still favor the Nazi form 
of government. Former high rank- 
ing military men and Nazi party 
members smilingly admit mistakes, 
but assured him, he said, that 
they will be corrected the “NEXT 
TIME.” Those favoring Hitler’s 
brand of government are rising 
because of poverty and want in 
Germany and even now, Mr. Glov- 
er concluded, they’re looking for- 
ward to the day when, once again, 
launch Germany on another strug- 
gle to prove Nazi superiority with 
weapons of the future that are

Bill— No, Mrs. Housewife, the thought of turkey in fifty- 
seven varieties doesn't appeal to me, but I think I know tiie 
answer to your problem. 

Jane — Oh, really! 

Bill — Well, I just happened to glance at the woman’s page 
of the evening paper. It told about half-turkeys being sold on 
the market this year. There has been a great demand for them 
from small families like ours. The only difference in the bird 
is that there is only one drumstick! 

Jane — What a wonderful idea! A half-turkey will suit our 
needs perfectly. I’ll call the Nutrition Center first thing in the 
morning to find out exactly how to roast a half gobbler. Chin 
up, .Junior. We shall dine in style on Christmas Day. 

Jane obtained t he following directions for roasting a turkey 
from the Newton Nutrition Center: 

Rub cavity (cut side) with salt (1/8 teaspoon per pound 
of bird). Skewer skin to breast meat on the keel bone edge to 
prevent shrinkage of skin and to, protect breast meat. Tie leg 
just above the knuckle joint securely to tail. No other trussing 
is necessary. The wing should be left flat against breast. Place 
half turkey, cut aide down, on a flat rack in a shallow pan. 
Brush bird with melted lat and cover with a clean cloth (cheese 
cloth is excellent) dipped in melted fat. 

Roast at constant moderately low temperature (325 deg. F.). 
Do not sear. Do not cover pan. Do not add water. It will 
take about 25-30 minutes per pound. 

Allow 1 cup dressing per pound of bird purchased. Mound 
dressing on a well-greased double thickness of waxed paper to 
approximate the shape of t lie half-turkey’s cavity. ' When t lie 
bird is about half done (-V 2 to 2 hours), remove from oven and 
place paper with dressing on rack. Replace half turkey over 
the dressing and continue roasting until done. Spoon fat from 
bottom of pan to re-moisten doth if necessary during roasting.

for more adequate facilities for 
this service. 

he importance of a blood-bank, 
as one doctor put it, is that “when 
a patient needs a transfusion, he 
usually needs it badly and he al- 
most always needs it at once.” 
Doctors have been transfusing 
blood directly from a donor to the 
patient for more than forty years, 
but there have always been grave 
difficulties in having a donor with 
the right kind of blood at the bed- 
side at the right time. 

Before the introduction of prac- 
tical methods of preserving blood 
or blood plasma, the Newton-Wel- 
lesley Hospital, like others, kept 
on hand a list of professional blood 
donors. In addition, records were 
kept of the blood types of member 
of the hospital staff so that they 
could be called upon in an emer- 
gency.. Even so. valuable time was 
sometimes lost before a donor was 
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Today, thanks to the blood-'oank, 
a doctor anywnere in the hospital 
can pick up a telephone and in a 
matter of seconds a flashk of the 
proper type of blood, or in some 
cases plasma, will he on its way. 

The Newton-Wellesley blood-bank 
naturally does not have the war- 
time resources of the Red Cross in 
obtaining blood. Its donors are 
all volunteers or members of the 
hospital staff. Most donors make 
their contributions gratis, but un- 
der special circumstances they are 
paid for the blood they give. A 
number of the volunteers are for- 
mer patients who have received 
transfusions from the bank and 
who take this way of expressing 
their gratitude. The blood-bank is 
glad to receive blood from anyone 
who wishes to make a donation. 

The technique followed at the 
blood-bank closely resembles that 
of the Red Cross centers. Blood 
from the donor runs directly into 
a bottle containing a solution of 
sodium citrate which prevents co- 
agulation. When the donation is 
•omplete, small samples are taken 
or tests, and the flask of blood is 
iut into a refrigerator. There it 
may be kept for a week or ten 
lays, after which period it is no 
mnge suitable for whole blood 
ransfusions.

Information obtained from a recent poll of public opinion 
conducted by Newton-Wellesley Hospital will be of gfeat assist- 
ance to hospital officials in making sure that the institution's 
proposed building program substantially meets all needs, Clifford 
H. Walker, president of the hospital's hoard of trustees, said 
today in announcing that several thgusand booklets giving a 
summary of results of the investigation are being mailed to resi- 
dents of Newton and Wellesley.

In a foreword Mr. Walker calls 
attention to the steadily increas- 
ing demands for modern medical 
care which have been placed upon 
the hospital and which resulted in 
the project to enlarge the insti- 
tution in order that it may con- 
tinue to supply such service. He 
points out that by means of the 
questionnaire, which was mailed 
to several thousand representative 
citizens, an insight to the pub- 
lic’s attitude toward the hospital 
has been gained. . 

In commenting on the fact that 
two-thirds of all persons who 
answered the questionnaire had 
had personal experience at the 
hospital and that 90 percent 
would go there now if they need- 
ed care, the booklet states: 

“The best guide to public ac- 
ceptance of a hospital is the 
willingness of people to rely upon 
it. In the Newton-Wellesley area, 
lying close to Boston with its re- 
nowned medical centers, the large 
proportion of the residents who 
have gone to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital and who would go there 
in the future may he regarded 
as a strong vote of confidence in 
the hospital and its staff." 

Pointing out that although doc- 
tors and trustees from their own 
knowledge and experience were 
fully convinced that the hospital 
buildings were no longer large 
enough to accommodate all who 
need and want care, the booklet 
refers to the poll result, in which 


80 percent of those who replied 
confirmed this belief, by saying: 

"It was obvious that the people 
served by the hospital are well 
aware that to fulfill its mission 
of guarding community health, 
the hospital must be enlarged. 
Many of those who returned the 
questionnaire also realized, the 
need for additions to the nursing 
school." 

Stating that “there is a ten- 
dency upon the part of a limited 
few to make the sweeping state- 
ment that hospital charges are 
too high," he report of the poll 
emphasizes that by a vote of seven 
to one the public in the area serv- 
ed by Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
demonstrates that it recognizes the 
many factors which make up the 
rates by stating that charges are 
fair. 

The poll results, it is said, also 
showed that the public in general 
had an excellent grasp of the fun- 
damental problem of enlarging the 
hospital to meet the growing 
health needs' of the communities it 
serves. This was indicated by 81 
percent of those answering who 
said that they did not believe 
the hospital received money 
enough from patients to pay for 
enlargement after necessary run- 
ning expenses have been met. 

In a section devoted to “The Fu- 
ture Hospital" the published re- 
port continues: “Further evidence 
that the public wants better rather 
than inferior hospital care is pre- 
sented in the nearly unanimous 


response to that effect.” Substan- 
tiating this is the evidence that 97 
percent of those who replied desire 
that hospital care in this commu- 
nity should continue to meet the j 
requirements of the most advanced i 
medical practice even though costs ; 
be increased. 

Furthermore, it is pointed out, : 
an almost equal proportion be- 
lieves that certain sections or j 
areas of Newton-Wellesley Hospi- 
tal should be modernized and en- 
larged. 

Terming the results of the poll 
“a public mandate for enlarging 
the hospital," the report considers 
the answers to the question as to 
from what source funds should be 
obtained. Here it was found that 
62 percent advocated a public fund- 
raising campaign. 

The summary of results con- 
cludes with the following para- 
graph: 

“To carry out a carefully studied 
program to expand and modernize 
Newton - Wellesley Hospital, a 
building fund of $2,250,000 is re- 
■quired. The raising of this fflnd 
through subscriptions by indi- 
viduals and corporations in the 
hospital’s service area represents 
the typically American, and par- 
ticularly the New England, way 
of protecting community health. 
For more than a century, the vol- 
untary hospital system has ex- i 
panded, through public subscrip- ! 
tion, to keep pace with the swift 
advance of medical discovery.”

Friends: 

It is my happy privilege to wel- 
come you here this evening on 
behalf of our cnurch, and I feel 
confident that your presence here 
indicates your interest in Chris- 
tian Science.

Mrs. Matters is a member of 
the Board of Lectureship of The 
Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, ami 
her lecture is entitled “The New 
Heaven, and the New Earth as Re- 
vealed by Christian Science.” May 
I present to you Mrs. Margaret 
Matters, of New York City. 

Christian Science brings a new 
heaven and a new earth to everyone 
who understands its Principle and 
applies its rules. Through it, heaven 
becomes a present state of harmony, 
health, and happiness, and earth ex- 
presses heaven’s glories. This Science 
makes all that is really desirable, 
worthy, and ideal possible of ac- 
complishment. And how does Chris- 
tian Science do this? By explaining 
God to us, thus making Him under- 
standable, adorable, and demonstra- 
ble. Also, by making clear to us 
the true character— that is, the spir- 
itual nature — of His creation, man 
and the universe. 

In the Christian Science textbook, 
“Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures" by Mary Baker Eddy, 
the Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science, God is defined as 
follows (p. 587) : "God. The great I 
am; the all-knowing, all-seeing, all- 
acting, all-wise, all-loving, and eter- 
nal; Principle; Mind; Soul; Spirit; 
Life; Truth; Love; all substance; 
intelligence.” Because God is our 
God, it is correct to say that God is 
our Mind, our Life, our Soul, our 
Principle, our Love, our substance 
and intelligence. All Christians unite 
in that prayer which begins, "Our 
Father which art in heaven." Then, 
with the clearer understanding of 
our Father, God, imparted by this 
definition, we can pray more intelli- 
gently for ourselves and others. 

Suppose our life, or the life of a 
friend or dear one. seemed to be In 
danger, we could then turn to this 
declaration at the beginning of the 
Lord's Prayer, and substitute the 
name Life for Father, so that we 
would pray, “Our Life which is in 
heaven." It is generally believed 
that there is no disease in heaven, 
for heaven is a state of harmony. 
Also, there is no hatred, no fear, 
in that heaven wherein is our Life. 
Heaven is that state of conscious- 
ness that knows Life as our Father, 
as the source of our being, as the 
maintainor of our existence. It is 
most certainly impossible for 
death to enter Life, to affect or 
influence it, for then God would 
immediately lose His nature 01 
character as Life, and would be- 
come His opposite, death. 

And yet, most human beings be- 
lieve that this impossibility is possi- 
ble, for they admit as real that 
which they cognize with the phys- 
ical senses. These senses deceive at 
every turn, so we cannot trust them 
nor believe what appears to them to 
be real. Jesus refused to believe these 
senses, even when they informed 
him, and those about him, that the 
widow's son, Jairus' daughter, and 
his friend Lazarus, were dead. Nor 
did he accept the appearance of 
death, for he knew that God, Mind, 
Truth, Love, Principle, is our Life 
which is in heaven — in eternal har- 
mony. 

The thought may come to you that 
Jesus' ability to do these things 
was supernatural, and that his re- 
lationship to God as His Son was 
different from our relationship to 
God. But it was Jesus who taught 
us the prayer which begins with the 
words, "Our Father." He did not 
say. "My Father," but " Our Father." 
which makes ours and Jesus' rela- 
tionship to God the same. Tills was 
recognized by John, who wrote. "Be- 
hold, what manner of love the 
Father hath bestowed upon us. that 
we should be called the sons of 
God." And he goes on to say. "Now 
are we the sons of God." Is it not 
a bit of heaven on earth to know 
that, now and here, we are tho off- 
spring, the outcome, the emanation 
of our Father, our Life, which is in 
heaven, in harmony? 

Mrs. Eddy writes (Unity of Good, 
p. 37) ; "Human beings are physically 
mortal, but spiritually Immortal. 
The evil accompanying physical per- 
sonality is illusive and mortal; but 
the good attendant upon spiritual 
Individuality is Immortal. Existing 
here and now. this unseen individ- 
uality Is real and eternal." 

Man Is Not a Material Body 

One of the most limiting and de- 
lusive of beliefs is that our life is 
in the material body, whereas 
live in our thinking, in true con- 
sciousness. Then consciousness must 
be our abiding place, our home, our 


land, our universe, our heaven. 
When we accept this belief that we 
live In a material body, we are 
dwelling In the renlm of dreams, In 
a state of deluded mortal conscious- 
ness, which Mrs. Eddy calls "the 
substratum of mortal mind" (Sci- 
ence and Health, p. 371). This mind 
dreams that It Is conscious of sin, 
disease, and dentil, and it believes 
that it sees its dreams embodied, 
or materialized, In mortals. 

The Biblical allegory about Adam, 
who went into a deep sleep and 
dreamed all sorts of Impossible 
things— which seemed perfectly pos- 
sible to him, as they always do to 
one In a dream state- -is a graphic 
description of a material universe 
and a mortal man. Mrs. Eddy tells 
us that in this text in Genesis, the I 
garden of Eden "stands for the mor- 
tal, material body" (Science and 
Health, p. 526). Adam dreamed that 
he had been put into a material 
body, and it seemed to him in his 
dream to be a beautiful garden, 
until he met that impossible crea- 
ture, a talking serpent. Then Adam 
dreamed that Eve listened to the 
serpent, and that he, Adam, also lis- 
tened to it talking through Eve. But 
he thought it was Eve talking, 
whereas she knew that such talk 
could not come from man, and that 
only something as impossible as a 
talking serpent could say such 
things. 

However, in the dream the ser- 
pent's propositions sounded tempt- 
ing to both Adam and Eve, so they 
decided to test the fruit that would 
enable them to know both good 
and evil. As God had not created 
evil, and therefore had no knowl- 
edge of it, they would then know 
more than God knew. Only in a 
dream state could one be made 
to believe that something exists 
which the all-knowing Mind, God, 
does not know, or did not create. 
Only one in a dream or a deluded 
state of thought, could imagine that 
a knowledge of evil, of materialism, 
of a physical creation, could be of 
any benefit to man, could enlighten 
him, or make of him a god. Rather 
does this knowledge put man in 
bondage to all the ills that flesh 
is heir to, and it makes him a mor- 
tal as well— with a helpless begin- 
ning and a hopeless, doleful end. 

Is not this the dream we are all 
dreaming? Are we not dreaming 
that we have been put into a ma- 
terial body which we must feed, 
dress, and keep, Just as Adam 
dreamed that the Lord had put him 
in the garden of Eden "to dress it 
and to keep it"? Except that to- 
day we do not believe that it is the 
Lord who demands of us that we 
feed this body certain vitamins, 
keep it in certain climates, and 
exercise it. Nor do we believe that 
it is the Lord who requires of us 
that we ask the body whether we are 
able to go to business. eRt our meals, 
or feel healthy. But we do think 
that these are requirements of ma- 
terial medicine, hygiene, custom, or 
tradition, which we must obey. Thus 
these material modes become the 
gods we worship and the seeming 
power to which we are in bondage. 

God, who, according to the Bible, 

Is "of purer eyes than to behold 
evil," could not bestow on man the 
ability to behold it — an ability God 
Himself does not possess. So, as 
this allegory brings out, it is a 
subtle, serpentine suggestion which 
claims that man can know evil. In 
the Adam-dream, the serpent had 
to give to its claims an appearance 
of the power of authority, so it 
said, "For God doth know that In 
the day ye eat thereof, then your 
eyes shall be opened, and ye shall 
be as gods, knowing good and evil/’ 
Only in a dream could the lie seem 
true that God knows evil and that 
good can come through evil. And 
only in a dream could seem true 
this lie’s resultant beliefs, that God ( 
sends or permits suffering, disease, 
and death, and that, in some unac- 
countable way, they can produce ! 
betterment. 

If God sent disease and death, He 
would not have the power to destroy 
them, for, in reason and in fact, the 
cause of disease and death cannot 
produce their cure. Only in a dream 
state does this seem possible. Mrs. 
Eddy writes (Science and Health, p. 
556): "Sleep is darkness, but God’s 
creative mandate was, ‘Let there be 
light.’ In sleep, cause and effect are 
mere illusions. They seem to be 
something, but are not. Oblivion 
and dreams, not realities, come with 
sleep. Even so goes on the Adam- 
belicf. of which mortal and material 
life is the dream." 

If sleep is darkness, then the 
works of darkness are but dreams, 
and we need not fear them, flee 
from them, nor suffer from them. 
The one thing we do need to do is 
to awaken from them, and behold 
the light of Truth, or that which is 
true about all things. Paul wrote 
to the Ephesians: "Have no fellow- 
ship with the unfruitful works of 
darkness, but rather reprove them. 

. . . But all things that are reproved 
arc made manifest by the light: for 
whatsoever doth make manifest is 
light.” This lias been translated by 
Moffatt as follows: "Have nothing 
to do with the fruitless enterprises 
of the darkness, but rather expose 
them." Christian Science does ex- 
pose the works or enterprises of j 
darkness by showing them to be 
but illusions, dreams, false beliefs, 
errors, misapprehensions of truth, 
without substance, entity, or reality. 

Error’s Motive -Power 

Today, the exposure of the works j 
or enterprises of darkness is mak- ; 
ing their nature more clearly and j 
generally understood. Many recog- 
nize that the use of human will- 
power to carry out unscrupulous de- , 
signs, to exploit the baser instincts 
of the carnal mind, and mentally 
to invade nations and terrorize 
them with fear, must be overcome 
with weapons other than those em- 
ployed in mere physical combat. 

Quite evidently, a mental revolu- 
tion is going on today, ami in thi 
flux of this transitional state we 
are keenly cognizant of unhapp.\ 
and discordant conditions. We hear | 
of lack on every side, and we may . 
well wonder what it is all about, 
ns there is the same amount of 
land, sea, and air, and there are 
also the same seasons, mines, and 
metals as there were in times past. | 
What then, is the mental state that 
is causing the war; and what is the 
mental or spiritual state that will 
cure it? 

It must be evident to all that cer- 
tain mental Influences, such as will- 
power, fear, greed, hatred, envy, dis- 
honesty, domination, lust for money, 
place, and power, have moved men 
to physical combat; and that until 
these influences are disposed of, 
warfare of this sort will continue. 
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of intelligence eliminates fear.

Christian Science shows that the . 
human will that would do evil can- ( 
not he met by another human will | 
that would do good, as this would 
mean a conflict of wills. There is 
only one remedy, and that is to 
pray, “They will be done in earth, 
as it is in heaven. ” Mrs. Eddy hu;; 
interpreted this to mean, “Enable 
us to know, — ns in heaven, so on 
earth,- -God is omnipotent, .supreme" 
(Science and Health, p. 17). We I 
must utilize this divine will, which 1 
expresses God’s omnipotent and is 
His law of good. The human will 
that would produce evil claiine to 
operate in t he dark, unseen and un- : 
known, until suddenly its effect is J 
made evident in some injurious, dis- j 
cordant, or erroneous condition. It 
is not within the power of the hu- 1 


The following Biblical statements j 
are cited by Mrs. Eddy as setting I 
forth the rights of man: 

"Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness: and let them have 
dominion." 

"Behold. I give unto you power 
. . . over all the power of the enemy: j 
and nothing shall by any means 
hurt you." 

"If a man keep my saying, he 
shall never see death." 

Then every time we prove that 
man is the image and likeness of 
God; that he has the dominion of 
divine Life, Truth, and Love; every 
time we utilize our God-given power 
over the false, injurious influences 
of the human will, and give evidence 
that the convulsions of the carnal 
mind as manifested in war, disaster, 
sin, and disease, cannot hurt us, we 
are exercising the divine rights of 
man. It is our divine right to turn 
to our God, Mind, rather than to : 
matter, as our medicine, as that 
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man will to produce good, as God 
alone is good and is everywhere pres- 
ent. Good, therefore, cannot be, and 
does not need to be, reproduced; 
rather must it be discerned and uti- 
lized. The understanding that there 
is but one will, one Mind, one influ- 
ence, one power and presence, ex- 
poses the nothingness of the claim 
to a will, an influence, a mind or 
power apart from God. 

I The attempt to influence others 
I through the use of the human will, 

I either for good or evil, infringes 
the rights of man to be self-gov- 
erned, and to do his own thinking 
according to divine Principle. In 
order to preserve the rights of man 
in the mental realm, we must under- 
stand the oneness of divine Mind as 
our Mind which is in heaven, in har- 
mony. where it cannot be invaded 
nor influenced, for it is All, and 
besides it there is no other. Mrs. 
Eddy writes (Science and Health, 
p. 490t : "Will-power is but a product 
of belief, and this belief commits 
depredations on harmony. Human 
will is an animal propensity, not a 
faculty of Soul. Hence it cannot , 
govern man aright. Christian Sci- i 
ence reveals Truth and Love as the 
motive-powers of man." 

Jesus told us that we were to 
know the truth, and that the truth i 
would make free. So, if we will 
but knov the truth, namely, that I 
the motive-powers of man are Truth 
and Love, we shall be set free from 
the suggestion that will-power is 
motivating man. driving and con- 
fusing him. making him apathetic, 
blinding him to the error which is 
attacking him, causing him to scat- 
ter his fire, and to be so weighed 
down with inertia that he is unable 
to follow up, with a continuance of 
energetic, intelligent, spiritual activ- 
ity, victories he may have already 
won. The Christian's warfare, which 
is the Christian Scientist's warfare, 
can only be won with the weapons 
of Truth. These weapons, or ideas 
of Truth, overthrow all the mental 
arguments of will-power, and bring 
"Into captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Christ," as Paul puts it. 

"The land of Christian Science” 

Many today are trying to find 
refuge from the evils of will-power 
by changing their geographical lo- 
cation and going to some place or 
land where there seems to be com- | 
parative safety. But there is only 
one land where there is true secu- 
rity and peace, and this land is 
wholly spiritual and mental, so that 
we can enter it Instantly through 
thought, irrespective of circum- 
stance. condition, or place. This is 
the land of spiritual existence 
sought by Abraham, Moses, and the 
children of Israel, and which each 
was admonished to go in and pos- 
sess." We also must tnke possession 
of this land through that thinking i 
which acknowledges that God, good, | 
alone governs. Mrs. Eddy be- j 
held this land, or state of con- i 
sclousness, and spoke of it os "the 
land of Christian Science, whore fet- 
ters fall and the rights of man urc 
fully known and acknowledged" iSci-« 
ence and Health, pp. 226. 227). 

What are some of these rights of I 
man that are fully known and nc- j 
knowledged in this land of Chris- | 
tlan Science? Freedom to think and 1 
act according to divine Principle Is 1 
one of these God-given rights. Free- 
dom to know and do good, freedom 
to live that l ife which Is deathless, 
to live peaceably, to be useful, happy, 
healthy, radiant, strong, Intelligent, 
are some of the rights of man that 
are fully known and acknowledged , 
in this land of Christian Science. I 


which maintains us In health; for 
the Mind that creates man preserves 
him whole and harmonious. 

One of man's inalienable rights 
is to love and to be loved by God 
and man. War is a denial of this 
right, for it claims the right of peo- 
ples to hate one another, and to ex- 
press this hatred in the destruction 
of life itself. One way to extermi- 
nate war is through exercising this 
right to love and to be loved by God 
and man, no matter what the ma- 
terial circumstances may appear to 
be. Mrs. Eddy writes (Science and 
Health, p. 571), "Clad in the pano- 
ply of Love, human hatred cannot 
reach you.” This truth realized will 
protect mortals from becoming 
either the instruments or the vic- 
tims of hatred. In Christian Sci- 
ence, war is treated in the same way 
as is disease — that Is, by awaking 
from its mesmeric suggestions to 
the truth that God’s harmony, love, 
and peace— His heaven— are actu- 
ally here on earth. 

The forces of hell would make us 
believe that there is no oneness of 
Mind, nor of men. These forces 
would deny that we have one Fa- 
ther, divine Love; that we are breth- 
ren; that we love one another; and 
that we can be governed by the rules 
of Christianity, as given us in the 
Sermon on the Mount. We all en- 
vision a world in which peace reigns, 
and war shall be no more. But in 
order to attain this universe, or 
state of consciousness, we must 
prove that the evidence to the con- 
trary is but a mesmeric state, an 
illusion. 


Jesus said of the times when there 
would be "distress of nations,” that 
men's hearts would be "failing them 
for fear, and for looking after those 
things which are coming on the 
earth." And he added, "When these 
things begin to come to pass, then 
look up, and lift up your heads; 
for your redemption draweth nigh." 
If we keep our gaze and thought 
fixed on the things which are hap- 
pening on earth, we are not going to 
be able to look up to Truth, or to 
what is happening in heaven, and 
behold its demonstration on earth. 
In Christian Science we are not at- 
tempting to improve earth's dream 
or its mesmeric state. Rather is our 
effort to cense dreaming, by being 
awake to Truth, by taking posses- 
sion of the land of Christian Sci- 
ence through that spiritual under- 
standing which acknowledges God 
as our Father, and beholds men as 
the sons of God, ns brethren who 
love and cherish one another and 
who express God one to the other. 

The Close of Material History 


Mrs. Eddy tells us that "material , 
history is drawing to a close" (No 
and Yes, p. 45). The beliefs of a 
material world, a material man with 
a mortal history, are being super- 
seded by the apprehension of a 
spiritual universe, and by the truth 
of man's being as the son of God. 
The history of this son of God is 
written in the understanding and 
demonstration of spiritual being in 
the lives of men. Mrs. Eddy tells 
us (Christian Healing, p. ID, "We 
are in the midst of a revolution; 
physics are yielding slowly to meta- 
physics; mortal mind rebels at its 
own boundaries; weary of matter, j 
it would catch the meaning of 
Spirit." Human modes, theories, . 
practices, and events are working | 
out their own destruction, for their 
day is waning; and they are being 
replaced by tho Science of Mind, i 
witii Us unfoldnient of the true and 
eternal history of God. man, and 
the universe. This history la good. 
Uumuiuoiu. healUui. and quuau'uo- \ 


tivn. There in nothing in man's his- 
tory of which he can be ashamed, 
that he needs to hide, to fear, or 
from which he should flee. Hi. 
■status with God is eternal perfec- 
tion, and this status is recorded in- 
delibly In consciousness, or, n the 
Bible puts It, "in the book of life* " 

There have been various proph- 
ecies and prognostications about the 
end of the world, which Is but an- 
other way of saying that material 
history is drawing to a close. Many 
have dreaded such a time, for the 
material world has seemed to them 
to be the reality, whereas spiritual 
consciousness, or the land of spirit- 
ual thoughts, has seemed distant 
and remote. To the Christian Sci- 
entist, the end of the world does not 
mean the destruction of people and 
things, but the destruction of a 
false sense of God, man, and the 
universe. Christian Science shows 
us that the end of materialism Is to 
be welcomed, and that it can be 
brought about by translating all 
that is material into its spiritual 
original, about which the material 
is a lie. Matter is but a material 
misstatement about man and the 
universe, whereas the "new tongue" 
is the true spiritual statement about 
them. Mrs. Eddy says (Christian 
Healing, p. 7) : " ‘The new tongue’ 
Is the spiritual meaning as opposed 
to the material. It Is the language 
of Soul Instead of the senses; It 
translates matter Into its original 
language, which Is Mind, and gives 
, the spiritual instead of the material 
signification." 

If we know man as Ood knows 
him we shall never lose him. Nei- 
ther sin. hatred, fear, disease, dis- 
tance, nor death, hides man from 
God: and If we translate the ma- 
terial concept of man into the spirit- 
ual concept of him, we shall find 
that we include the right idea of 
him in our consciousness eternally. 
When we translate the human con- 
cept of one another into the divine, 
we shall know one another as our 
divine Mind which Is In heaven 
knows us, and we shall behold one 
another as the Image of God, un- 
touched by materialism, unsullied 
by sin, undisturbed by sickness, un- 
obstructed and unstopped by death. 
Each time we translate the mate- 
rial concept of man and the universe 
into Mind, the end of some worldly 
belief, with its material history, 
takes place. Every false earth-born 
belief must be replaced by a radiant 
truth. 

In Christian Science we learn 
that, as more and more of our divine 
Mind or Being which is in heaven 
becomes apparent here, harmony re- 
places discord, joy conquers sorrdto, 
and heaven is revealed on earth. 
Earth is today alight with heaven's 
glow; and that, because through the 
ages there have been human beings 
who have been awake to its efful- 
gence. and have dared to walk in the 
Christ-light which has illumined 
their consciousness. The spiritual 
thinking of these individuals has 
made them clear transparencies for 
the revelation of the Christ, Truth. 

The human being whose con- 
sciousness was the clearest trans- 
parency for the Christ, Truth, was 
Jesus. This identified him with the 
Christ, so that he Ls known as Christ 
Jesus; and the radiance of his exam- 
ple has made him the Way-shower. 
He showed us the way to heal, the 
way to love, the way to teach, 
preach, and prove God. And finally, 
by laying down his mortal life, he 
was able to show us that material 
history is not brought to a close by 
death and the grave. He rose above 
these, and even after his resurrection 
he continued teaching and revealing 
to his students the nature of God 
and man. When he had completed 
his work by translating every ma- 
terial belief Into its spiritual truth, 
the senses could no longer behold 
the glory of the divine Love and 
Life which he continued to express. 
Thus there was no longer any mate- 
rial history to record, for the son of 
man had been completely translated 
into the Son of God, who dwelleth 
forever in heaven. 

The Little Book 

Although Jesus was able to show 
us the way in the three short years 
of his public ministry, nevertheless 
he did not teach the rules and Sci- 
ence of his works. John, in record- 
ing the revelation of Jesus Christ, 
told what the further amplification 
of this Truth would be. when he 
wrote: "I saw another mighty angel 
come down from heaven. . . . and 
he had in his hand a little book 
open. . . . And I took the little book 
out of the angel's hand, and ate it 
up. . . . And he said unto me, Thou 
must prophesy again before many 
peoples, and rations, and tongues, 
and kings." 

It is evident from this that Truth 
was to appear again through a book 
which was to be studied, digested, 
and understood— or. as the Revela- 
tor put it. to be eaten up. Christian 
Scientists believe tha. this book has 
appeared in this age. and that it is 
entitled "Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures," written by 
Mary Baker Eddy. It contains the 
truth about God and man. so that 
those who really eat it up — digest 
its spiritual import— are healed, 
comforted, and enlightened. It re- 
veals a new heaven and a new earth 
to those who are suffering, sinning, 
or dying. The truth It contains 
opens blind eyes, and unstops deaf 
ears, restores happiness to homes, 
and shows that good, God. has in- 
deed visited His people. Also, 
through this book, the way has un- 
folded whereby each one may learn 
how to obey Jesus' command. "Heal 
the sick, raise the dead, cleanse the 
lepers, cast out demons.” This com- 
mand appears as the motto on the 
seal placed on the cover of every 
textbook written by Mary Baker 
Eddy. 

As a book shows forth the think- 
ing of its author, you will be able 
to discern the character of Mary 
Baker Eddy as you read this book. 
You will also be blessed by the 
purity, intelligence, spirituality, and 
originality which she has brought 
to the recording of her discovery. 
Like thousands of others who have 
already studied it. your heart will 
go out In gratitude to the selfless, 
noble woman who wrote it. Mrs. 
Eddy once wrote to a clergyman 
who was desirous of meeting her 
personally, "Those who look for me 
in person, or elsewhere than in my 
writings, lose me instead of .find 
me" (The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 120). 

As you read the Christian Sci- 
ence textbook, it will be clear to 
you that Us author is one of the 
pure in heart who has seen God, 
and who has been able to unpart 
tier vision to others, You will also 
realize that she loved God's law 
and lived It. and that only one who 
was inspired by Love, and sustained

Abundance Of 
Household Grain 
Pests This Year 

Housewives may find that grain 
pests have descended upon them 
in unusual numbers this year. 
Their abundance is due to the 
necessity of storing large quan- 
tities of cereal products over a 
long period of time during the 
war, according to Arthur I. Bourne, 
entomologist at Massachusetts 
State College. Lack of manpower 
also prevented wholesalers from 
keeping up thgir normal pest con- 
trol programs. 

One of the most common pests 
is the saw-tooth grain beetle. It 
is a reddish-brown insect about 
one-tenth of un inch long. It may 
be brought into the house in a 
package of cereal, crackers, or any 
dried food and will quickly infest 
the whole pantrv unless brought 
under control. They can produce 
a complete generation in about 
30 to 35 days under normal house- 
hold conditions, says Bourne. 

Two other common pests are the 
Mediterranean Flour Moth and the 
Indian Meal Moth, both about a 
half inch in size. They do the 
most • damage in the caterpillar 
stage, says Bourne, leaving a web 
of silk which runs through the 
food making it unsightly and un- 
fit for human use. Housewives 
can recognize them by the webs 
left in food containers. Like the

supervise the creature’s care. 

Mr Hansen concluded with the 
statement that in giving a pet fer 
Christmas, the donor should 'tear 
in mind that the recipient may not 
he familiar with the diet and habits 
of animals and. therefore, full in- 
structions for its care and treat- 
ment should accompany the gift 
pet. In this connection, the So- 
ciety has offered to coopera' t by 
furnishing free literature on the 
care and feeding of animals, which 
can be obtained by writing to So- 
ciety headquarters.

Whatever remains of these 
gifts for the horses will be dis- 
tributed at the various stables 
where the horses of peddlers^and 
junk dealers are kept. 




Washington Trial May Divert Corley's Attention irom 
City Affairs, Bnt Not Enough to Let Him Miss a Trick 

• • • Because of the trial at Washington, which has 
necessitated his presence there a good part of the time and has 
required much of his attention, Mayor-elect James M. Curley 
hasn’t been able to devote as much time as he probably would 
like to preparing for his administration which begins three weeks 
from next Monday. 

Although lie has been able to spend only bis week- 
ends in Boston for the last few weeks be apparently lias 
bad one eye on the happenings at City Hall because this 
week be protested vigorously against the floating of a 
§10,000,000 loan which he’ll have to pay off a year 
lienee, engaging in a sharp controversy on the matter 
with City Collector William E. Hurley, who also is 
doubling as acting city treasurer. And last week Curley 
directed City Auditor Charles J. Fox to bold up any bills 
for §6300 worth of new oriental mgs which Mayor Ker- 
rigan purchased last spring. 

In addition, he has* been gradually fashioning the cabinet 
he 11 take to City Hall with him. He already has selected his 
corporation counsel, his fire commissioner, his soldiers relief com- 
missioner and his penal institutions commissioner and has an- 
nounced his intention of placing former Police Commissioner 
Joseph F. Timiltv on the board of trustees of the City Hospital 
in place of Representative Stuart C. Rand of the Back Bay. 

It is expected that Mr. Curley will shortly announce 
the appointment of Henry F. Brennan of Brighton as his city 
treasurer. To his political supporters looking for choice posts 
at City Hall. Curley has announced that he is going to name 
the best qualified men he can find for the jobs, and it is apparent 
that he is selecting his cabinet with considerable care and thought. 

• • • President Truman, in the opinion of those who 
have closely followed every move he has made since he assumed 
the presidency following the death of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
last spring, isn’t likely to hack down in the face of any political 
threats by either President Philip Murray of the CIO or John 
L. Lewis of the United Mine Workers. 

In weighing the political implications behind Murray’s bitter 
break with Mr. Truman, it should be borne in mind that Murray 
and his CTO Political Action Committee will probably have a 
choice in 1948 between President Truman and a Republican 
administration that would he less satisfactory from the stand- 
point of labor than would Mr. Truman’s. 

It has been no secret for sonic time that labor lead- 
ers, both of the CIO and the AF of L, have watched 
President Truman’s policies with mounting apprehension 
and the growing feeling that he is not the staunch ally 
of labor that President Roosevelt was before him. 

In this respect, however, it might he pointed out that labor 
never before had as stalwart a friend in the White House as 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, even though John I.. Lewis called for 
i lii- defeat in 1940. and that labor made more advances under 
FDR than under all the Presidents before him combined. 

And while from labor’s point of view Mr. Truman’s policy 
may fall short of Mr. Roosevelt's, it compares very favorably 
j with the policies followed by the Presidents who preceded Mr. 
Roosevelt, a fact that the shrewd labor leaders arc not likely 
to overlook.

Gives Main Cause 
For Scarcity Of 
Industrial Fats 

— o — 

NEW YORK — Confusion and de- 
struction in' the Philippines as the 
main cause of scarcity of industrial 
fats and oils is pictured by Ken- 
neth B. Day, formerly manager of 
two of the largest oil processing 
mills in the Islands. 

Mr. Day, who has recently re- 
turned to this country after three 
years of internment by the Jap- 
anese, points out that until the 
coeoanut oil of the Philippines is 
again coming into this country at 
the pre-war rate, kitchen fat sal- 
vage will continue to be needed 
in the Un.ted States. 

"The whole inter-island trans- 
portation system, those small boats 
by \vhieh the copra was picked up 
from the outlying districts, has 
been shot to pieces. The boats were 
sunk by the Japanese. And it 
takes time to reorganize and to 
rebuild, it doesn't do any good 
to start making copra unless you’ve 
got trucks to haul it, and vessels 
to carry it to market." 

Destruction doesn't even stop 
there, according to Mr. Day, who 
explains that processing mills and 
refineries in the Philippines are 
first-class ruins. "From a distance. 
I saw the flames of one of our own 
mills burning, so I know of what I 
speak,” Mr. Day continues. 

"Our own bombs did a lot of 
damage and the retreating Jap- 
anese burned all they could. We 
can rebuild our mills, but we oust 
first be able to get machinery, sup- 
plies and men. And even if they 
weye in working condition, up to 
now we can’t get any electric pow- 
er in Manila to run the mills. 

"Most of the copra is made by 
Filipinos from small groves of two 
or three hundred trees. For years 
they haven’t had any free markets 
in which to sell, or anything to 
buy with the money. Certainly the 
Japanese did very little to keep 
things going. The theory of ‘Asia 
for the Asiatics' broke daw* very 
badly when it came to ‘The Philip- 
pines for the Filipinos.’ 

"Shipping space to the Islands 
is at a premium, and we need space 
for trade goods — shoes, cotton 
goods, canned milk, canned fish 
and rice — things that are still short 
in the States. Commodities are still 
the only leal bargaining power. 
Money can mean nothing 'o a 
Filipino or to anyone else, unless 
he can buy what he needs with it.” 


Local Xmas Cards To 
Be Mailed This Week 

— O' ■ ■ 

Over 120,000,000 Christmas 
Cards will be mailed for delivery 
in Greater Boston this week. No 
longer is it a question of holding 
these cards for fenr that they may 
he delivered too early, the public 
should consider this year whether 
they have mailed early enough to 
provide delivery before Christmas. 

Postmaster Patrick J. Connelly 
strongly urges every patron in the 
Boston Postal District to deposit 
their cards for local delivery this 
week. "We are already swamped 
with mail both business and 
Christmas, and every train coming 
into Boston is bringing additional 
tons of cards for local delivery. 
Obviously we cannot handle all of 
this mail for Christmas, in addi- 
tion to # the millions that have not 
yet been deposited, unless we arc 
given enough time to process this 
mail through all of the distribu- 
tions necessary for even local de- 
livery," said the Postmaster. 

Do not jam street letter boxes 
with Christmas Cards, is the warn- 
ing of postal men. Bring as many 
to the postoffice as possible and 


face them all one way for expedi- 
tious handling. Be sure that suf- 
ficient postage is affixed and it is 
recommended that a 3c stamp be 
used on these cards to provide 
forwarding service, where neces- 
sary. A great many people move 
in the course of a year and this 
fact is unknown to mailers of 
Christmas Cards. A 3c card will 
he assured of forwarding to new 
addresses when known by the Post 
Office Department. Again, the 
postal officials request every pa- 
tron to include their zone num- 
ber in their address and whenever 
possible to include the zone num- 
ber of correspondent ip the ad- 
dress. , 

It is essential that all cards be 
mailed not later than December 
15th in order to permit the post- 
office to handle these cards in th« 
face of an unprecedented mail 
load already on hand and moving 
in on them from all sides — civilian 
and soldiers, mail from oversea* 
and to our armed forces in the 
United States. 

Help the temporary letter car- 
riers by furnishing information. 
Do not ask for your mail on the 
street. Place your name on your 
mail box and keep a light burn- 
ing in dark halls.

Weapon Against Epidemics 
Vitally Needed Overseas 

Clothinp; is vitally necessary to combat epidemics in Europe, 
China and the Philippines according to cabled advices from relief 
workers in all liberated areas Mrs, K. Brittain Kennedy, local 
chairman of the Victory Clothing Collection, declared today. 

The nation-wide clothing drived ~ ' 

for overseas relief is being con 


ducted on behalf of UNRRA (the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabil- 
itation Administration), from Jan- 
ua y 7 to 31. President Truman 
said the campaign is imperative 
and called upon Henry J. Kaiser, 
West Coast industrialist, to be its 
national chairman. 

Cities, the reports state, have 
been suffering serious epidemics of 
pulmonary tuberculosis, bacillary 
dysentry, typhoid fever, diphther- 
ia, pneumonia, scabies and vari- 
ous skin diseases caused by expo- 
sure and malnutrition. 

In France where the war left 
two million people homeless, the 
infant death rate has climbed to 
75% of the country’s birth rate. 
The bombed-out people of Holland 
are living in chicken runs and 
leaky shacks, and are suffering 
from skin ailments. From Greece 
come letters telling of thousands 
living in mountain caves. 

Americans contributed sufficient 
clothing, shoes and bedding in the 
nation-wide clothing drive of April, 
the United National Clothing Col- 
lection, to aid 25,000,000 people in 
Europe, China and the Philippines. 
Supplementing the U. S. contribu- 
tions, the people of Canada, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand have given 
approximately 20 million pounds of 
used clothing for overseas relief. 
But UNRRA reports that millions 
of other war victims are suffering 
and dying from lack of clothes. 

To help meet these needs, the 
Victory Clothing Collection was or- 
ganized. The American people are 
asked to contribute 100,000,000 
serviceable used garments, with 
shoes and bedding in addition. Con- 
tributions will be shipped overseas 
promptly. 

Newton’s goal is 80,000 gar- 1 
ments.

New Year Thoughts 

At least once » year it seems to 
me that it is fitting and proper to 
get off the beaten track, forget the 
practical details of petty politics 
and make an earnest effort to dig 
up a few constructive, helpful 
thoughts. 

Suppose we consider briefly the 
four major fields which this col- 
umn endeavors to cover during the 
year: international, national, jtnte 
and local. 

In the international field we have 
two major problems of vast im- 
portance — the handling of the at- 
omic bomb and our relations with 
Russia. I am not forgetting for 
a moment the vital urgency of the 
work of UNRA. However, ex- 
cept for some concern over the 
practical operation of this agency 
and the suspicion that more or 
less graft has crept in to the man- 
agement, there is no important is- 
sue at stake. Neither Europe or 
any other country should he al- 
lowed to have its people starve 
to death. 

As for the atomic bomb, there 
is far too much hysteria throughout 
this country, to say nothing of 
other countries in all parts of the 
world. Furthermore, our scientists 
do not see eye to eye with the mil- 
itary establishment. We have, 
therefor?, two major problems to 
handle. First, we must get a grip 
on ourselves, study this new lac- 
tor with meticulous care and en- 
deavor to calm down.* Secondly, 
we must use what little influence 
we have to persuade our statesmen 
and our scientists to get together. 

Russia presents another intricate 
problem. Here we are apparently 
in trouble whichever way we move. 
If we try hard to be good neigh- 
bors, good Christians and all that, 
we may salve our conscience, but 
we run a serious practical risk of 
leaving ourselves exposed to pos- 
sible danger at some future date. 
Our policy of constant appease- 
ment of this vast country does not 
seem to get us anywhere. Rus- 
sia sometimes mistakes our policy 
for weakness and hesitation. 
Therefore, she goes blithely on her 
way, makes her own deals, takes 
what she wants or needs and waits 
to see what, if anything, we pro- 
pose to do about it. On the other 
hand, when we temporarily get 
tough and stand up to Mr. Stalin, 
there are those who shriek that we 
are preparing for a third world 
war. Somewhere in between the e 
two policies is a proper middle 
ground. How are we to locate 
this middle ground before we run 
into serious trouble? The point 
I wish to make, however, is this. 
All of us should do much more 
than we do to study and attempt 
to understand these remarkable 
Russians. It is my humble opin- 
, ion that Russia is still a peaceful 
1 country and will play fair and 
square with us IF our worthy Con- 
gressmen and radio commentators 
will give her a chance to work in 
1 harness with us. 

Nationally, the two big head- 
aches right now are the labor sit- 
uation and the proper handling of 
our numerous and highly compli 
catecl veteran problems, which in- 
cludes jobs, housing and essential 
medical care, to mention but a few. 
My contention here is that too 
many of us fail to give these mat- 
ters our best thought and judge- 
ment. We either instinctively take 
the management or the labor side 
of the issue or else we go through 
the motions of studying the situa- 
tion and then kid ourselves into 
thinking that we have arrived at 
a reasoned conclusion. Without 
realizing it, perhaps, we uncon- 
sciously read those bit-; of news 
and those editorials which chime 
in with our persotial views. Right? 
If you agree with me, let’s see

We bow to 
you, O Father Time, for you 
have done real well, and for 
the victories of the war, we 
give you the golden bell.

And when you gave us that V-J 
Day, you set our hearts on fire, then 
tears of joy and sorrow came, 'twas 
all the world's desire. Your predecessors 
sure were hard, they dealt an awful blow, 
that caused the death of countless lives, and 
cities were laid low. Now the world is licking 
wounds, inflicted by its foes, until you intervened 
for us, and so black history goes. O Father Time you'll 
soon be gone, there's one thing more we ask: instruct your 
successor in forty-six, to lighten our weary task. Tell him we 
want 
to 

smile again, to live and laugh with joy; tell him the new 
atomic bomb is not a human toy. So toll the bells forty- 
five, no tears to be shed, and ring them louder for forty- 
six, for forty-five is deadl - Happy New Year to all.

A new course designed by vet- 
erans to aid ex-servicemen and 
war workers in their readjustment 
to peacetime living highlights the

“The appointment of a Director 
of Public Information marks a 
new emphasis in the work of this 
organization. For six years the 
United Prison Association has 
been helping to reduce crime in 
Massachusetts with a program of 
rehabilitative services for discharg- 
ed prisoners. By cooperation with 
Federal, State and County correc- 
tional officials the Association has 
. beep able to assist in the rehabili- 
j tation of many former prison in- 
mates.” 

“The United Prison Association 
I and its twelve hundred members 
i have also encouraged the enforce- 
ment and improvement of laws 
valuable to a more effective cor- 
1 rectional system in the Common- 
wealth. This work on behalf of 
good penal legislation will con- 
tinue.” 

“The decision to expand our 
work in the field of public educa- 
tion is the direct result of six 
years experience which has con- 
vinced us that fundamental 
changes in the treatment of the 
crime problem can result only from 
an aroused public interest.” 

“Under the direction of Mr. 
Bond the United Prison Associa- 
tion will maintain a speakers 
bureau and will attempt to en- 
lighten the community on correc- 
tional matters by means of the 
press and radio.”

The citation accompanying the 
award read: 

"For meritorious service in con- 
nection with military operations, 
while on duty with a special Sig- 
nal Operations Branch, attached to 
the 12th Army Group, office of the 
Chief Signal Officer, European 
Theater of Operations from 15 
March, 1044. to 15 August, 1044. 

"First Lt. Golding was respon- 
sible for detailed planning for 
special signal operations. The 
close control, outstanding initiative 
and imagination in special signal 
operations demonstrated by First 
Lt. Golding contributed materially 
to the extremely successful Allied 
activities instrumental in the lib- 
eration of France." 

Lt. Golding died of wounds re- 
ceived in an accidental shooting in 
Baris, France on Independence, 
Day. He was born in Newton Sep-< 
tember 9, 1920 and was graduated 
from the Newton High School and 
Norwich University. He was called 
into active service in the Army on 
June 10, 1942 with the rank of 
second lieutenant and was sent 
overseas on Christmas Day. 1943.

The home that Charles A. Drew 
built for himself in 1875 was one 
of the first houses on the north- 
west slope of Mount Ida. at 189 
Bellevue street. Twenty years 
later, when his wife’s health failed, 
they moved down to the center of 
the town, boarding at first with 
the Warren family opposite the 
present Croyden apartments. Lat- 
er, the Drews lived at 150 Church 
street, and then at 18 Baldwin 
street. After the death of Mrs. 
Drew, in 1917, he and his daugh- 
ter lived for a number of years at 
the Hollis’. Since September, 1938, 
he has made his home at the Hill 
Crest Guest House at 14 Hyde 
avenue, where he passed away on 
December 26th, in his 98th year. 

Mr. Drew received his A.B. at 
Harvard in 1870, and his Bachelor 
of Laws in 1873, with the first 
class to graduate from the Law 
School of Boston University. He 
was admitted to the Massachu- 
setts Bar that same year, and 
practised law in Boston for fifty 
years. He lived to become the 
oldest living graduate of Boston 
University, and the third oldest 
of Harvard. 

After his retirement. Mr. Drew 
spent u number of winters at 
Barron Hall in Winter Park, Flor- 
ida. lie was always athletic, and 
played tennis and golf until an 
advanced age. During middle life 
he was a member of the Hunne- 
well Club, and active on their 
bowling teams. He was for years 
a deacon of the Channing Unitar- 
ian church, and superintendent of 
their Sunday School. At eighty 
years of age he was taking sing- 
ing lessons in Boston for his own 
pleasure. 

Mr. Drew* is survived by his 
daughter, Mrs. Morton C. Hart- 
zell of Newton, his grandsbn, Dr. 
ICarl Drew Hartzell of Gencseo, 
New York, and three great-grand- 
sons. 

Funeral services will be held 
Friday afternoon at 3:45 in the ; 
Newton Methodist church, Rev. , 
Mr. Fnrnsworth officiating.

Men Within Draft 
Age May Now 
Enlist In Navy

Boston, Mass. — Lt. Comdr. John 
F. Sargent, Officer in Charge of 
Navy recruiting in the eastern 
Massachusetts district, snid to- 
day that the change in Selective 
Service regulations now permits 
men within the draft age, regard- 
less of their Selective Service clas- 
sification, to enlist in the Navy 
providing they have not received 
orders from their draft boards to 
report for actual induction. 

Lt. Comdr. Sargent’s statement 
came as a result of numerous in- 
quiries and letters from men with- 
in draft ages requesting clarifi- 
cation of the new regulations. As 
the law stands now, men between 
17 and 30, even though they have 
taken their pre-induction physical 
examination, but have not receiv- 
ed orders to report for actual in- 
duction, may enlist in the Navy if 
they desire for either two, three, 
four or six years. 

Previously, the Navy was not 
permitted to enlist men within the 
draft age group except through 
the regular Selective Service in- 
duction channels.
